Explosive Vapor 
Held Cause Of 
Apartment Blast 


Testimony at a public hearing and 
a demonstration of the fumigating 
machine involved have established 
that ignition of an inflammable in- 
secticide vapor caused the explosion 
that wrecked an apartinent and in- 
jured three persons in Menlo Park 
July 14, Fire Chief Thomas Cuff, 
announced. | 

Hearing on cause of the blast, 
which occurred in the apartment 
of Mrs. May K. Brown at 1021 
Noel drive, was conducted by Chief | 
Cuff at the headquarters fire 
station last Friday. It followed 
extensive investigations by both 
public and private investigators at 
the scene of the accident. 

The explosion occurred while Fred 
Glanville, 33, of Palo Alto, was 
operating. a jeep-mounted insecti- 
cide machine, feeding a fumigating 
mixture underneath Mrs. Brown’s 
ground floor apartment. Glanville 
suffered a broken leg when the blast 
blew out a section of the apartment 
wall close to where he was standing. 

Glanville’s partner in the fumi- 
gating concern, Stanley Main of 
Menlo Park, appeared at the hear- 
ing and described operation of the 
machine. He was not with Glan- 
ville when the blast occurred. 

Main said the machine mixes ker- 

osene and DDT and then combusts 
it in a cylinder before feeding the 
resultant mixture into a building. 
He said he and his partner had 
watched demonstrations of the 
machine before they purchased it 
and that they had been assured the 
insectjnide vapor was non-inflam- 
mable, He said the function of the 
machine was to combust the insecti- 
cide pefore it left the machine and 
proquce a harmless mixture. 


Testimony by Max Leonard, 
County agricultural commissioner, 
and J. F. Graham of the California 
structural pest control board, 
brought out that Glanville and Main 
held a temporary permit for agri- 
cultural pest control work, but were 
not licensed for structure pest con- 
trol. 

Fire Marshall E. Wickstrom told 
the hearing that Glanville said he 
had smelled natural gas while 
checking the apartment ventila- 
tors just before the blast occurred. 
Wickstrom said there was no proof 
that natural gas exploded and that 
the flash and resultant fire was 
concentrated, at the point where 
the fumigating vapor was being 
fed into the building. 


He said his investigation immed- 
jately after the explosion showed 
a wall furnace pilot light was turned 
on, but was not purning, and ap- 
parently was blown out by the force 
of the explosion. He said the pilot 
light was on the side of the furnace 
nearest the point where the in-

Rotary Hears Talk 
On Olympic Games 


First hand experiencat-in the 
Olympic games were interestingly 
told by H. W. (Bert) Kerrigan, who 
in 1906 was the first Stanford stu- 
dent and Pacific coast athlete to 
compete in the famed event, at 
regular meeting of the Menlo Park 
Rotary club at Marie Antoinette’s 
yesterday. 

Kerrigan displayed a treasured 
olive branch and diploma awarded 
him for his participation in the 
games at Athens, Greece, 42 years 
ago, and related numerous anecdotes 
of Olympics competition. He was a 
record-holding high jumper, broad 
jumper and pole vaulter. 

While en route to the 1906 games, 
Kerrigan was injured by a wave that 
swept over the ship carrying the 
team to Athens. He still was able to 
compete, and placed third in the 
high jump, his first defeat in that 
event. His first competition was in 
1896, when he set a coas trecord in 
the high jump, and he still was 
competing as late as 1917 in A.A.U. 
events. 

Kerrigan told the club that he 
had the pleasure of attending form- 
ation of the world’s second Rotary 
club, in San Francisco. 

Kerrigan now is a transportation 
engineer for the state public util-

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TO POINT THE WAY 


To its growing list of municipal improvements, Menlo Park 
is about to add another—a uniform street signing system. 

Last week a chamber of commerce committee named to 
work with the city government on a long-range street signing 
program called on the public to take part by expressing its 
preference for a standard type of sign for residential areas. 
Residents would do well to take this opportunity for a voice 
in municipal planning. 

The RECORDER is cooperating with the committee by 
printing a coupon, which appears on another page of this issue, 
on which a choice may be marked. The chamber committee 
counts strongly on getting a cross section of public opinion as 
to what type of sign is best for residential areas. 

Menlo Park’s rapid growth has resulted in a need for a 
street signing program. At numerous places, there are no mark- 
ings. Immediate aim of the cooperative chamber-city govern- 
ment program is to install these, and work toward a program of 
replacement to give a uniform sysytem. 

So far as El Camino Real is concerned, the kind of sign to 
be installed at intersections is a matter to be worked out with 
the state division of highways. But in residential districts, the 
type of sign to be made uniform is a matter for Menlo Park 
itself. 

Here is opportunity for residents to have a direct part in 
good municipal planning. Take advantage of it by marking 
the coupon and taking or mailing it to chamber of commerce 
headquarters at the City Hall. 
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ANOTHER MOVE ON SCHOOL 


The Sequoia Union high school district trustees are moving 
ahead carrying out the public’s mandate for a new high school 
plant in the south county area. 

Newest step forward is the adoption last week of a school 
board resolution creating the position of principal for the 
projected school here. That means the new high school will 
have its own administration rather than be governed as a 
branch of the present one at Redwood City. 

The board also directed that the newly-created position 
of principal be filled ‘‘in ample time to provide for an efficient 
organization and curriculum on the date of opening.” 

That commendable action makes it possible to go ahead 
in effecting an administrative and teaching personnel for the 
new school without waiting for actual construction. Whoever 
is selected as principal will be able to go ahead at an early date 
in planning the operation. 

The Sequoia board already had set aside funds for archi- 
tect’s fees and had ordered condemnation of the 20-acre 
Donohoe site as being the most desirable. 

The job of getting the much-needed new high school here 
is well under way.

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GETTING AT THE CAUSE 


The Menlo Park fire district Held a public hearing last 
week on cause of the apartment house explosion on Noel drive 
July 14 that injured three persons and caused thousands of 
dollars in property damage. 

The hearing, at which several qualified persons testified, 
and a test of the machine which was putting insecticide into 
the apartment just before the blast, established that an ex- 
plosive vapor can be produced by the apparatus. 

The hearing also established that the operators of the 
machine held a temporary permit for agricultural pest erad- 
ication, but not for structural pest control work. 

Such a hearing is the best way to get the facts in such an 
accident as occurred on Noe! drive. Fire Chief Cuff deserves 
commendation for calling and conducting the exhaustive pub- 


lic inquiry.

of the fine and provenly patriotic 
spirit of the southern states, there 
might be cause for alarm, but as a 
melodramatic exhibition of dis- 
gruntlement and rancor by poli- 
ticians of no serious importance, it 
will rate little more than a laugh in 
way of national reactions. 


Despite a persistent effort, on the 
part of Republican newspapers, 
radio - commentators and other 
spokesmen, to write off the Demo- 
cratic Convention as the pathetic 
obsequies of a moribund organiza- 
tion, that assemblage showed a far- 
more-courageous vitality ‘that the 
noiser but cut-and-dried political 
program of its Republican rival. Its 
platform, for instance, is definite, 
positive and to the point, maintain- 
ing without compromise the champ- 
ionship of civil rights, north and 
south of Mason and Dixon’s line, 
whereas the Republican platform, 
for all its surface-appearance of 
popular reforms, is both namby- 
pamby and licking in forthrightness 
when analyzed. 


Probably the outstanding and 
little-less-than-startling feature of 
Democracy’s recent gathering of the 
clans was the emergence of Presi- 
dent Truman as a chieftain of hith- 
erto-unsuspected qualities of leader- 
ship. Suffering from the first by 
comparisons with a predecessor of 
extraordinary magnetism, political 
astuteness and charm, his has been 
a thankless and unsuccessful task of 
administrative effort. He has been 
dwarfed in the public concept both 
in physical stature and character 
much more than he deserved and, as 
a result, has achieved less than his 
honest and, usually well considered 
attempts to guide the nation would 
have earned him, had he been free 
from the overshadowing glamour 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. The latter, 
during wartime stresses and dangers, 
had the nation, of a necessity, unit- 
edly behind him. Trumgn, as a re- 
sult of post-war eagerness to throw 
off regimentation, found himself the 
driver of a balky and skittish team.

That he had not the almost im- 
possible qualities to surmount such 
difficulties should not be charged 
too heavily against him. That it has 
placed a serious obstacle between 
him and election is due to mis- 
fortune rather than ineptitude, as 
most thinking people agree, but that 
realization may not provide enough 
votes to keep, him in the White 
House. ‘ 

However, something seems. to 
have revitalized—well nigh trans- 
formed—our hitherto easy-going, 
unimposing little president. He has 
gained, during and subsequent to his 
western tour, a new amplitude, an 
extended eminence, a fresh and sur- 
prising popular appeal. His slashing, 
eloquent and forceful speech of ac- 
ceptance won for him a demon- 
stration seldom exceeded even by the 
great F. D. R. It showed a new 
Harry Truman, fighting mad but 
choosing his blows with scientific 
deliberation; aroused and passion- 
ate in his desire to further a pro- 
gram for the public good which his 
worst enemies cannot laugh off and 
equipped to carry his war into the 
enemy’s camp with threatening pos- 
sibilities. 

Whether President Truman has 
reached this state of extended or 
evoked personality too late, only the 
voting of November 2 will demon- 
strate. I am rather afraid he has. 


But, even in that event, Dewey had 
better look to his laurels during the 
next four years. If they are not 
firmly upon his brow in 1952, he 
may face his present foe once more 
—and less successfully.

My term as trustee of Sequoia 
Union High School was only 16 days 
old when the Board acted to ban the 
Social Living Course, reorganize the 
counsel and guidance setup, and 
create the position of principal to 
be filled directly by the Board. The 
principal is to be charged with the 
duty of reorganizing the curriculum. 
Superintendent Argo declared that 
the changes constituted a backward 
step, that he would not take the 
responsibility for such changes, and 
that the appointment of a principal 
independently by the Board made 
his position untenable. He requested 
that he be transferred from superin- 
tendent to a teaching assignment. 
The Board approved this transfer. 


Sixteen days was too short a time 
for me to become fully acquainted 
with the pros and cons of the action 
taken by the Board. The changes 
were those recommendéd by Dr. 
Almack in his recent survey of the 
school. I made many inquiries as 
to the value of Social Living from 
sources that I believe are adequately 
informed and reliable. The consen- 
sus was to the effect that the basic 
idea was good, but teachers who 
could give the course properly were 
extremely rare. As a matter of prac- 
tice, according to my informants, the 
Sequoia course was an easy one and 
resulted in two years wasted. 


The counsel and guidance pro- 
gram was much more difficult to 
appraise. At Sequoia a number of 
teachers give one or more periods 
of their time to counseling. The 
Almack recommendation was for the 
hiring of four specialized full-time 
counselors. I have heard arguments 
on both sides that sound plausible. 
Parents have told me of serious 
mistakes that have been made by 
the present counselors. But every- 
one makes some mistakes, and no 
statistics are available to show what 
the batting average is. My own mind 
is not as yet fully made up on this 
subject. 


Obviously the appointment of a 
principal directly by the Board is 
designed to place someone in charge 
of curriculum who is in sympathy 
with the Board’s policies. Of par- 
ticular interest to the Menlo Park 
area, however, was the creation also 
of the position of principal of the 
Menlo Park high school. This posi- 
tion is not to be filled for awhile,
